Drawings

acknowledged and have been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments see amendment, filed 3/1 1/2008, with respect to claims 1-9 and 
11-15 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-9 and 11-15 has 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-9 and 11-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does not 
teach an apparatus according to claim 1 comprising the distributor assembly including a 
distributor conveyor which is adapted to be wound onto or from a rotatable member, the 
assembly further including a carriage which is adapted to traverse over the top of the treatment 
chamber, the carriage including an idler roller thereon over which the distributor conveyor passes 
with its free end being anchored to a fixed structure
